Proud Day for Kaiser 
Wilhelm, 

A Corilial and Impoaiug International 
Uemonatratioa— France and Ger- 
many Shake Hands. 



New Advertiaemeitts Continued on Poffe Bight 



HoLTENAU, June 20.— Wlbh pomp and 
oeremony, and with, it would almost seem, 
the (»reat powers of the world through the 
guns of their warships aalating him, tho 
Emperor William to-day formally opened 
tho lUltlc and North Hoa cajal. Ho en- 
torod the western opening of the new water- 
way Bransbnbtei, nob far from Hamburg, 
shortly after daylight, on board the Im- 
perial yacht Hohenzollern, and HIa 
Majesty arrived at the eastern oponinR 
of tho oanal here shortly after noon. 

Both shores of the oanul were lined with 
cavalry and infantry throughout the pasauge 
of the procession, and e very point of vantage 
along the route of the new waterway was 
occupied by thousands of people. Gay 
deoorations were to be seen everywhere, 
flags innamerable floated from every point, 
and au immense amoanb of powder was 
burned by the assembled rquadrons when 
Hia Mujeaty, on the Hoheozoliern, emerg'id 
gafely and triumphantly from the Uolteneau 
lock of the oftnal. One of the foaturei; of 
the day was the warm and friendly|reception 
given to the French gunboat Surcouf as she 
steamed throuKh the canal in the prucessloii. 
The French flag was cheered to tho echo, 
and the bands played La Marsellaise as 
the J*'reDoh ship went by. Another 
noticeable feature of the celebration to-duy 
was the dinner given on board the Hooho, 
the French flagship, to the officers of the 
(Jorman battleship Bayorn, who had entor- 
talnod tho French oflicora yesterday. Upon 
tho latter occision tho German commander 
toasted tho French President at tho same 
time aa ho toasted tho German Emperor, 
and rtforred to tho international feeling of 
comradory existing among .naval men all tho 
world over. The French oommander. Ad- 
miral Menard, at tho dinner to day on board 
the Hocbe, responded with a similar toast 
whtoh was vigorously applauded, and so the 
utmost good feeling seeming to prevail on 
all sides. In nhort. Emperor William ap- 
pears to have most sucoesefully engineered a 
brilliant spectacle in which he and not the 
canal seems to have been the central figure, 
and It is sate to imagine that this was one of 
the proudest days of hia life. 

Brunsbuttel, June 20 — At a qaarter to 
four this morning the Imperial yacht Hohen- 
zollern, with the Emperor William acd the 
princes on board, entered feiie western water 
gate of the Baltic and North Sea oanal in 
order to formally open it. The weather 
waa moat delightful and the f^eateat en- 
\>hQslaam prevailed, The Hoheneollern 
passed through amid ringing cheers from the 
military associations, studsntt, delegations 
and masses. The band played the national 
anthem and aooompanyiog the muiio were 
the voices of the crowds, who joined heartily 
in the chorus. His Majesty stood on the 
deck of hia yacht and bowed thanks with 
visible emotion on all sidea. At i o'clock 
the Hoheczollern severed tho rod ribbon 
stretched across tho canal and commenced 
the passage of tho now waterway. Tho 
lines of warships were dreaaed with multi- 
tudes of flags, preaenting a magnifioenC 
spectacle, 

Ri;nuesiiuu<;, June '20 — At an early hour 
this morning tho town, which was gaily 
decorated for the occasion, was full of life, 
the ii flux of slRhtseors being enormous. 
Tho various local and visiting asaociationa 
and achools, headed by bands of music, 
marched to tho atanda set apart for their 
uso, and prepared to enjoy a view of tho 
imperial procession passing through tho 
canal. The imperial yaobb passed here at 'J 
o'clock this morning, and waa followed ton 
minutes later by tho Kilaer Adler, having 
on board tho Kings of Saxony and \Vurtem- 
burp, the Regent of liavarlu, tho Grand 
Duke of Ijidon and Prince Leopold. Tho 
puauing of the two ateamora was the occa- 
sion for loud and prolonged cheers from the 
people gathered on both Danks of the oanal. 

HoLTBHAO, June 20. — The Hohenzollern 
reached the canal look here at 12:40 p.m., 
being the first vessel to formally pass 
through the canal, and was greeted with 
vociferoua cheering from the masses of spec- 
tators. The appearance cf the Hohenzol- 
lern was tho signal for simultaneous can- 
nonading from the vast gset of warships in 
the bay us they fired salutes in honor of His 
Majesty. The Hohenzollern then replied 
vyith her guna to the aalutes of tho foreign 
warships, and the opening of the Baltic and 
North sea canal was an acoomplishod fact. 
Thisbeinc the aSih annivoraary of tho acees- 
alon of t,)ueon Victoria to tho throne of 
Great Britain, by epccial command of tho 
Illmperor a royal aaluto waa lired at noon 
from all tho Gorman ahipa, wliloh at tho 
Stimo time hoiatod tho British Hag to tlio 
atraina of tho nati onal anthem of Groat 
Britain. 

The British royal yaoht Oaborne, with tho 
Duke of York and suite on board, grounded 
near the Leveusau bridge, and all tho vos- 
sela following behind her had to anchor for 
a time. Rventually tho Oshorno proceeded 
on her way. Eioh sido of the canal was 
gua.rdod I luoughout by infantry and cav- 
alry and behind tho troops wore great 
crowds of people, who loudly ohoorod tho 
voesols as they passed. Tho dltieront points 
along the route of the oanal and abeut Kiel 
harbor were decorated in tho moat 
elaborate manner, bunting of all 
oolors flying in streams to the breeze and 
giving everything a holiday appearance, 
The contrast between the white hulls of tho 
ships gleaming prettily in the eucshino and 
the sombre vessels of the foreign powora 
wore most marked. 

There was one featnre of the procession 
which should calm the excitement among 
the members of the league of patriots of 
Paris who raised such a hubbub when it be- 
came known that the Fronoh government 
Intended to send a equadron to participate 
in the Kiel fetes. Aa the Fronoh gunboat 
Surcouf passed tho aoveral points along tho 
oanal route she was greeted with 
hearty oheora, and the difforont bands 
played "La Marseillaise" as she went by 
proudly flaunting tho tricolor of Franco be- 
fore tho drawn up troops of Germany, Tho 
Fronch olTicers acknowledged the cheers 
from the shores by touching their caps and 
boning, and when the flags wore dipped in 
honor of the paasago of the Suroouf the en- 
sign of the French gunboat was promptly 



dipped in aoknowtedgment of the ooarteay. 
Admiral Menard, oommander of the French 
squadron, entertained the ofBoers of the 
German battleship Bay em on board the 
Hoche, the French fligehip, too, in return 
for a almilar courtosy extended to the offi- 
cers of the Heche on board the Bayem yes- 
terday. Upon that oooasion the oommander 
of the Bayern coupled the toast of " Em- 
peror William and President Faore" with 
a very apropos reference to the internation- 
al feeling of comradeship existing among 
naval men all the world over. Admiral 
Menard, at to-day'e dinner on board the 
Hoohe, responded with a similar topisb and 
re-echoed the utterances of the Gorman 
oommander regarding tho oomrudery among 
naval men, a sentiment whioh was vigorous- 
ly applauded. 

There waa a wonderful scene to day 
along the shore at tho mouth of tho canal at 
this place, Tho immonae crimaon covered 
etunda erouted for tho accommodation of 
aight-oeers woro filled at tho earliest houra 
by intorosted spectatora In holiday garb, 
piled tier upon tier, tho otficer.s in their 
boat uniforms and tho ladies in bright sum- 
mer costumes, tho whole forming a bril- 
liant match of color delightful to behold. 

Great oxcitemont prevailed hero when tho 
people first caught oight of the imperial 
yacht Hohoczollern coming through iho 
canal with the Fmperor on board. Its 
white hull stood high out of the water aa 
tho vessel gracefully entered the basin of 
the last look of the new waterway. Some 
time elaps(d while the water poured out of 
the sluices, the stately vessel sinking slow- 
ly, but grandly, to tho level of the water of 
the harbor. Then the nates of the lock 
were opened and the HoheuzoUern steamed 
out majestically into tho open water. Sud- 
denly three shots were fired In rapid euo 
session from the German flagship, the 
Friederien Wilhelm, glvinic the signal for 
the saluting to begin. A deafening roar of 
artillery commenced almost before the flash 
of the last gun from the flagship had disap- 
peared, the noise of so many guns from so 
many warships drowning the tremendous 
outbursts of cheering whtoh arose from tens 
of thousands of ttiroats as Hii Majesty the 
I'^mperor William II. waa seen standing 
alono on the bridge of the HobeDzollern, 
in the fnll dress uniform of an admiral 
of the fleet, hia breast brilliant with orders 
and conspicuoua by the broad orange ribbon 
of tho order of tho Black Eagle. When the 
salutes wore finished ond as tho smoke from 
the various guns was blowing away in dense 
olouds across the harbor, the band on each 
ship struck up "Hell dir Rlgirkracz," and 
followed this with the national anthem of 
its oountty. 

It is dilBoult to fully deaoribo the gonoral 
enthusiasm whioh prevailed. One must 
imagine the vast fleet of over fifty war ves- 
sels, large and small, representing nearly all 
nations, anchored in the blue waters of Kiel 
bay, the sun shining brightly, the masts of 
the various ships flying oonntleaa flags, pen- 
nons and pennants, and their aides belohing 
forth fire and smoke in honor of Germany's 
ruler who was standing, apparently calm, 
upon the bridge of hia magnificent yacht. 
To the ordinary observer it aeemed as 
if all the nations of the earth 
had sent their warships here to do honor to 
the Emperor of Germany, and the fact that 
the squadrons had simply assembled here to 
celebrate the opening of a new waterway 
between the Baltic and North sea appeared 
to be entirely lost light of, espeoiaily by the 
masses of people ashore, who proudly cheer- 
ed and oheered again with wild enthusiasm 
as the Hobeiizoliern steamed to her anohor- 
age with the Emperor bowing from sido 
to side as the beautiful yacht passed 
the various wharves, and acknowledging the 
naval aalutes by touching his hand to his 
hat. After the Hobeozollern had anchored, 
dinner was served on board of her and the 
Grand Duke Alexis of Russia, the King of 
Saxony, the King of Wurteniberg and the 
Grand Dukes and Princes boarded the Im- 
perial yacht and congratulated the Emperor 
on tho success of tho canal openine. The 
Empreea of Germany was not present on 
board the Hohenzollern. 

The ball began at ;!:,30 o'clock. The 
rooms of tho Marino Academy were extend- 
ed by moans of a splendidly decorated tent. 
Dancing waa kept up almost incessantly, 
despite tho iminenso number of persons pro- 
sent. There woro three thousand guests, 
including naval and military ofiioora, mem- 
bers of the reichatag, members of tho Prua- 
Bluu Diet and all tho French t Oicera, head- 
ed by Admiral Menard. The Kmperor came 
by boat from the Imperial yacht to receive 
tho Empress, who arrived shortly after- 
ward. Both woro joyfully greeted as they 
promenaded the great hall room, 

KiKL, June 20. — Tho weather this morn- 
ing Was magnifioont and the greatest anima- 
tion prevailed everywhere. At the earliest 
hours of the day thousands of persona were 
already en route to Holtenau and Levensall 
in order to await the arrival of the Imperial 
procession from Brunsbuttel. The shipping 
In tho harbor was profusely decorated with 
bunting and the whole port presented a 
very picturesque appearance. The stands 
on the neighboring beigbts were filled with 
sightaeers and the masses of people who 
woro unable to obtain seats were grouped 
horo and there and everywhere. 

At S:20 tho representatives of the German 
and foreign proas assembled on board the 
atoamer allotted to their use for the day, 
and were welcomed by Dr. Hammann of tho 
foreign office. When all tho newspaper men 
were present Hammann addressed them as 
follows: " Ab a representative of tho for- 
eign oHiee it la my agreeable duty to wel- 
ooir.o you on board this vobp'jI. I trust that 
In tho fulfilment of your arduous duties you 
will Buoceod In oombinlng tho useful with 
tho agreeable. I am sure you will clearly 
follow events and soe tliintro ng they are 
mount to intorprob them by tho light of tho 
words which fell from the Emporor'a lipa 
yostorday evening — that this in an enlorpriao 
and work of poaco and civilization." Tho 
roprcaentatives of tho press greeted tho con- 
cluding words (jf Dr. Hammnnn's little 
speech with onthuaiaatlo oheers. 

This evening tho town and harbor are 
brilliantly illuminated. Despite a thunder 
atorm and a heavy fall of rain, the strcota of 
tho town are densely crowded. A grand 
ball was given to night at the Marino 
Academy whioh was attended bytheolB- 
cera and the distinguished guests represent- 
ing all the nations which are in attendance 
upon the fetes inolnding France. Emperor 
William and Empress Augusta arrived 
ahortly after 10 o'olook and held a reoeption 
at whioh the foreign naval offioera were 
presented to them.

Ottawa, June 20.— Considerable aenaa* 
tion has been created In parliamentary oir- 
olos by the publication cf a letter recently 
issued by Bishop Gravel, of Nicolot, em- 
bodying his report on tho Manitoba school 
({uestion, which had been sent to the 
propaganda at Borne, The Ontario 
members do not hesitate to ask one another 
if by any possibility the Bishop's suggeBtiona 
could bo carried out. Tho Bishop himself 
frankly states that Cardinal Vaughan did 
interest himself on this eubjeob. 

There is little new to report in connection 
with the school (luesllon. It is not expect- 
ed there will bo anything definite done until 
tho formal reply of Manitoba has been re- 
ceived here, Canada la out with a posi- 
tive statement to-night that a remedial 
measure will be int.^ educed this session. 

The banking committee threw out the 
bill to Incorporate a school savings bank in 
Montreal. Tho government has announced 
its decision to retain the people's savings in 
its own bands or in the chartered banks. 

The Department of Agriculture has been 
notified that the World's Fair awarda will 
bo ready next Angnat. 

The oanners of British ColnmUa will 
have an opportunity of ahowlng their gooda 
at the great grocers' exhibition next Sep- 
tember. The Department of Agrlonltnre 
baa full information regarding it. 

The ezoheqner court oaae againat St. 
Louis commenced to-day. The amount the 
government seeks to recover is §143 000. 

The Newfoundland question was dis- 
cussed in the Senate. Sir Mflckoczle Bowell * 
said he hoped the Imperial government 
would devise a plan in order to bring New- 
foundland into tho confederation. 

After a spirited debate the Senate divorce 
oommlttee, with tho exception of Hon. T. 
R, Mclnnes, have withdrawn their resigda- 
tiona.

Pi'ospectors and CapltaliBts Paying' 
Increased Attention to tlie 
Bieh Golden Deposits. 



New and Improved Macliinery Sliortly 
to Be Employed -Fartlier 
FromlsiDgr Finds. 



QuESNELLE MouTii, B. C, June 14 — 
(Special.) — Things are beginning to look 
brighter ; prospectors are coming in in largo 
nnmbara, aome of them men of capital and 
others locating claims for rlob oompanies. 

The bars of the Qaesnelle river are attract- 
ing much attention, but the want of a trail 
from the Mouth to the Forks is a great 
drawback. 

A dredger will shortly be ab work here — 
a model plant on a new principle by Col. 
Underwood. It has been tested by exports 
and pronounced to bo moat satisfactory 
The improvement conaists of an attachment 
to the lower end of the auction pipe. If It 
proves BuccosBiui a fortune is in Etore for the 
promoters, W. A. Johnson and Col. Under- 
wood. They will dredge from Qneenello 
Month to the canyon. 

A few years ago Chinamen were getting 
$100 a day with long shovels on this river. 
A man employed last fall by Mr. Johnson 
to prospeot made not leas than $10 to $7 60 
per day — that being hia lowest day'e pay. 
He was then working at a great disadvan- 
tage, as tho river was rising. The new 
machine will handle from 750 to 1,000 cubic 
yards daily. It will bring enormona returns 
oven if it only realizes ten cents per cublo 
yard, and in many places it will reach $1 
per cubic yard. The gold ia there without 
a doubt. Tho compauy operating thia ma- 
chine is composed chiefly of Chicago cap- 
itttllBts, all very rich men, and the money 
for the enterprise has been deposited in the 
treasury. 

Mr. Johnson has received a telegram to 
say that the party who will carry on tho 
work would leave Chicago on the 7th. It 
is cxpooted to reach Ashoroft on or obout 
tho 16;h Inst. They intend to put a force 
of men at work at once. Tho latter part of 
Miiy and ,Juno so far have been rather cool. 
Riin has fallen nearly every day and a mag- 
nilioimt crop ia certain, Tho ro&ds are in 
czcoUont condition from Ashcroft up. 
Forest tires have unfortunately played much 
havnc, but tho rain has quenched them all. 

Some rich liuda have been located this 
mnnth, but tho prospectors are anxious to 
kuep their movomenls quiet aa long as poasl- 
bio. Capital la what is wanted to develop 
tho mines, and a railway to bring people 
within rouch at a mudoruto expense. Ma. 
ohinery and freight of all kinds has to be 
hauled by teams from Ashoroft, which ia a 
slow and expensive process. When a rail- 
way passes through Cariboo both mining 
and agriculture will flourish.

A SESIOUS CRISIS. 

lb is not difGaulb to see that there ia at 
preaout a very Important crisis in the aflairs 
of the Dominion. The refusal of the Mani- 
toba Legislature to aab in asoordanoe with 
the remedial order has placed both politioal 
parties In an extremely diflioull position. 
ThoBo who aympathiao with the Manitoba 
minority, particularly the men who ropre- 
aanb the provinoo of (^•uobeo, independently of 
party, evidently intend to insist upon it that 
Parliamenb ahall immediately use the power 
wlbh whioh It is inveated by the oonstitution 
to enaob a law ivhioh will remedy the griev- 
ance of which that minority complains. It 
is very clear that this cannot be done with- 
out oreabing an agitation whtoh will be felb, 
and bhab severely, from one end of the Do- 
mloion to the other. 

It 1b not generally understood tbab some 
of the provinces are not free to 
enact such laws as the majority 
of their inhabitants consider best 
auitod to their aeveral circuniataLcoa. The 
provincial jurlsdiotion on the subjjot 
of ednoation in these provinees ia 
nob exclusive. 1 1) is oubjeob to certain very 
important limitatione. In those provinces 
In whioh separate aohoola cxlated previous 
to or at the time of coafodoration thoymuet, 
if the minority insist upon it, bo continued. 
This has been pretty olearly understood 
from the first. Separabe BobooU were es- 
tablished in Ontario and Quebec when 
those provinces bocumo confederated. Sep- 
arate schoola cannot ba aboliahed in those 
provinces without the consent ef the minor- 
ity as long as the present conatitutiou of the 
UominioD is in foroe. It was contended that 
Manitoba was also in this position when she 
entered the CoBfederabion, bob ib has been 
'decided tbab she was not. 

It has also been decided that if 
separate sohoola aro catabllBbed in 
a province after it has entered the 
Dominion they cannot bo aboliahed if 
the minority objeota. Thla la the case of 
Manitoba. The drac uchool law enacted 
in Manitoba afi»r ib became a province es- 
babliahed separate echoola. That law was 
in force iilnotoon years, when it was repealed 
and the denomiuistional or separate aohoola 
abolished. The minority in MaQil;oba, 
which liappoua to lii HjiDan Catliolic, pro- 
tested af^ainat being deprived of the prtvl 
leges ib bad eDjoyed so long, and tried to 
recover them. The conetitutionality of the 
law depriving the Roman Catholics of their 
sohoola was tested iu Vhe courts. It was de- 
cided by the Judicial Conimittoo of Iho 
Privy Counall that it was oonstilutiouul and 
then, aa many supposed, there was un end 
of the Manitoba school question. Bat they 
were mistaken. As we have already said, 
the oonstitation provides that when edui:a- 
tlonal privileges which a minority has on- 
joyod under confederation are taken 
from it thoBO composing that minority havi 
a right to apply to the Dominion Govern 
menb for remedial legislation, and Parlia- 
ment is empowered bo enaob a remedial 
law. The Manitoba minotiby taking advau' 
tage of this provision of the constitution ap' 
plied for rometilal legialation. Ita right to 
do this was quoationod and an appeal waB 
again made to the ooarts. It was decided 
by the Jndioial Committee of the Privy 
Couooil that the Roman Catholics of Mani> 
bob k have a gritvanoe and that it Is In the 
power of the Parliament of the Dominion to 
remedy that jijriovanco. In acc^ordance with 
this dooialon the " remedial order " waa 
made out and oubmittod lo the legialaturo 
of Manitoba. This " remedial order," wh 
ever its form may be, was in effect a rcijuest 
to consider the case of the religious minority 
of the province and to remedy the grievance 
of whioh it complained by enacting a law 
whioh would place the lioman Catholica of 
the province in the eamo position as 
gards education aa they were in prevloui to 
the enactment of the school law of 1890, 
which took from them their sspar 



ate schools. Aa our readers know 
the Maoiboba Lsgislabore liave refnied to 
comply wlbh the termi of this order. tThla 

is the position in wViioh the Manitoba 
school queation now stands. The Legisla- 
ture of Manltob:^ having refused to remedy 
what tlie Roman Catholics of the province 
consider a serloua grievance, they and their 
frienda now look to tha Dominion Parlia- 
ment for redreas. Our Ostawa oorreBpond- 
enli Informs us that the aituation in Uotawa 
ia critical. Tho French Conaervative mem. 
bora preaa for remedial legislation, and we 
iufor from what he aays that some of ths 
I'^ugliah apeaking Conservative membera are 
opposed to the Government taking immedi- 
ate aotlcn in the matter. It is not to ba 
supposed that ihoae composing tho Oppo- 
sition are more ifnited on this aubjoot than 
aro the aupportors of the Government. They 
have tho aame opposing prinoiplea to oarcy 
out and precieely the same diffioultiea to 
face. Kich of the members will feel in- 
clined to act according to hie convictiona, 
and he will also have to coneider how his 
constituenta will regard any action 
ho may take. Muoh more import- 
ant than their own Individnat interest, 
they will all. Conservative and Liberal, 
have to conaidcr how any oourae which Par- 
liamont may see fit to take in tha matttr 
will affect tho whole Dominion. A strain is 
for the first time to bo put upon tho conati- 
tution of the Dominion. Tho ijueatlon can- 
not now be anbmibted to the courts of law. 
It has passed that abage. It must be de- 
cided by tho representatives of the people or 
by the people themselves. Their modera- 
tion, thoir good aenao and their patriotiam 
are Boon, wo feel aatiafiod, to bo pat to tho 
teat. If moderate and patriotic counsela do 
not prevail it ia not diffionlb to see looming 
in the diabanoe a bibter religious contest 
whioh will engender ill-feeling and create 
diatnrbancii, but which cannot poaaib'y ben- 
efit any party or any denomination. It ie 
devoutly to h> hoped that the loading men 
of the Dominion will set the example of 
tolertion and generona forbearance and that 
the people themselves will see that the time 
has oonie when tho welfare of the country 
depends upon their meeting thoao with 
whom thoy difTer in Buoh a way aa will 
facilitate a fair and reasonable settlement of 
this very delicate and very difficult subjaot.

asaporta. i3ut tho American jlDgooB,who are 
on the lookout for opportunities toapply their 
favorite doctrine, having become alarmed 
object to the acquisition of territory now 
under tho jurisdiotion of Venezueia by Ger- 
many. We havo nob heard what Germany 
is going to do in the matter. It ia hardly 
likely lhac if it haa a serloua deeign upon any 
island belonging to the republic it will 
drop it like a hob potato when It observes 
the threatening attitude assumed by the 
warlike Amorioans. 

Great Britain has a boundary dispute 
with Voni T-.uola whioh those same Monroe- 
doctrine jingoes Iiave undertaken to aettio, 
bat ib dcea not appear that they have auo. 
oeeded in rousing the Ucitiab lion from his 
comfortable d->ze. It would not be a bad 
plan for the Amorioan patriots to send a 
band of miaaionariea to Central and South 
America to toaoh tho Beppblica a few loaaona 
in international courtesy and to explain to 
them the principles of common honesty.

Commenting on tho oriticiams of the (irita 
who waste their time iu trying to belittle 
Sir John Macdonald, the Montreal Gazette 
Buys ; 

Tho new crop of critics who deny Sir John 
Macdonald's title to greatness are neither 
conaiatent nor wiae In their generation. If 

proof of Sir John's oapacity wore wanted it 
would be found in tho crltica' tributes to the 
atupondouBnoaa of the men he has over- 
thrown. Tailing C'onfodoration aa tho atarl- 
ing point, it ia seen that ho has mot and do- 
foatod Mr. Mackenzie, who, if aoinotimea 
mistaken, waa undoubtedly a good man in 
every good aense of tho term. Then Sir 
John tackled t'uat heaven-sent orator and 
atatoaman, and intriguer and wobbler, Mr. 
Edward Blake ; and Mr. Blake went down, 
and away. Sir John fought with Mr. 
Laurier, who (always taking the declarations 
of Sir John Macdonald's opponent's) ia as aa 
orator and expounder inferior, if to anyone, 
only to hia prodecusaor, Mr. Jilako, ami who 
poaBCsaea, nioreovor, unrivalled mngaotism 
and the power cf winning men's hearts. 
And Mr. Laurier was beaten as Mr. Blake 
bad been. 



AjS advocate of peace. 

The speech which tho Emperor of Ger- 
many delivered at Hamburg on Wednesday 
must ba comforting and reaaauring to the 
people of the whole of Europe. Its text 
seems to have been the beautiful prayer 
that oooupled a very ooneplcncus place in 
the banquettlng hall — "Give pence in our 
time, O, Lord ! " — for from tlie first word 
to the last, it appeared to be inspired by 
the spirit of peace. Snob a apeeoh from a 
potentate who may with truth be said to 
have the iasnea of peace and war in hia hand, 
la truly aignifioant. And there Is every 
reason to bolieve that ho was sincere in 
every word ho uttered. Ib was when he 
Grst asoonded the throne doubted whether 
the young Emperor waa really the friend 
and advocate of peace that he professed to 
bo. Ib waa supposed that ib was hia ambi- 
tion to be a war lord ; that he longed to be 
the leader of armies, and ardently 
desired military fame. But those 
doubts and suppositions have been proved 
to be groundless. The Emperor's polioy 
has from the firat been a policy of peace. It 
is now evident that hia objeob in making 
Germany even more formidable than it waa 
in his grandfather's time was to ensure 
peace. 

The great enterprise whose completion 
he waa celebrating with auoh pomp and 
ceremony and with such rejoicings is a 
work of peace. Ib la intended to facilitate 
commanioation and to promote trade, and 
other nations will in all probability receive 
aa muoh or nearly as much bonoGb from ib 
aa Germany itself. To unite th^Baltic Sea 
with the North Sea by a short and a safe 
waterway along which ships of all sizes and 
of every nation may sail without delay or 
impediment, is a truly beneficlent enter- 
prise. It will have the efTecb of saving 
thousands of lives and of preventing the loss 
of much valuable property. It will, no 
doul)', bo prontablo to tho nation that con- 
atructod it, and Germany will richly deserve 
every advantage which may be derived from 
its construction. 



TROVBLESOMB P ROT BOBS, 

Tho United States, if its Government 
propoBOB to carry out the Monroe doctrine 
aa il iu interpreted by some patriotic jour- 
ualiata, will have plenty to du Ita protcgoa 
tho bouth anil Central American republics 
are not very sorupnlous in their doalinga 
with European nations. They aro apt to 
be (juarrelsome about boundary lines and 
other matters, and they are nob aa punctual 
in paying their debta or the interest on them 
aa the cHTimercial morality of lOaatorn na- 
tions reciuiros. Some of tho patriotc 
among them Admiral Meade— were very 
angry beoanse the United States did nob 
bhreaten to " ohaw up " Great BrlAin 
when she demanded aatisfiOtion from 
Nicaragua for injury done to her 
suhjoota, and now aomo of them are 
raising an clarm because Germany 
in order to secure the payment 
of a debt oontraoted for building a railroad 
for the Yeneznelana is saspeobed of wishing 
to get possession of an island off the coast 
The railroad runs through a rich valley. It 
waa oxpoctod that it could bo built for four 
millions of dollars, A German syndicate 
offered to build the road if the Venezuelan 
Government would oonaent to guarantee the 
payment of interest on the cost of oonatruc- 
tion at the rabe of 7 per cent, per annum, 
The road before it waa finiahod cost S8,000,- 
000, tho intoroat on whioh sum tho Govern- 
ment of the country ia bound to pay. The 
snbjeota of the Emperor William hare 
other Interests iu Venezuela, and it appears 
that they would look upon their poiltiou as

Ye.stkkdav afternoon tho Board of Trade 
Building Aasooiatiou held their annual 
moetine, thero being present Meeara. E. 
Crow liiker, vice preaidont (in tho chair), 
C. E Konouf, M. R Smith, Jamoa Hutche- 
Bon, J. Green, D. R, Kor, S. Lalaer, R P, 
Rithet, L Pithor, G. Liiser, E. Pearson, T, 
M. Henderaon, VV. R. Wilson, J. Sehl, J, 
Nichollea, A, B. Gray and the secretary, 
Mr. F. ICIworthy. The reports of the 
directors showed an increase in tho 
revenue over the previous year, and 
the auditor in his report oxproaaed tho 
hope that a eioc'f exchange would Boon bo 
formed and take up its quarters in tho build, 
ing.

Another of Victoria's Fleet of Sealers 
Makes Her Last Craise— 
Meaffie Particulars. 

Captain and Crew E.xi)ected Home by 
the Next Empress— No Lives 
Were Lost. 

Somewhere in tbe locality of Hakodate, 
Japan, tbe Yiotoria aealing aofaooner Roaie 
Olson, whioh left here in command of Capt. 
A. B. Whiddon on tha 2Sch of December 
last, ia a total wrook, she being tho second 
of too home Hoot lost thia year. Just where 
tho accident ooourrod ia not stated in tho 
cypher cablegram, which Mr. Andrew 
Gray — one of her owners— received from 
Hakodate. The meesago announces that 
tho crow are all safe, and that the oohooner'a 
catch ct (I'.iO skins was landed in good con- 
dition. From this meagre information tho 
owners have come to the conclusion that tho 
achoonor ran ashore at tho entrance to 
Hakodate harbor — a most dangeroua and 
treacherous channel, much dreaded by 
navigators. According to arrangements, 
tho Olson was to put into Hakodate on 
Juno 15, and from this atsd tho evidence of 
the saving of her valuable cargo in good 
condition, the opinion is formed that it was 
at tho entrance of the harbor she 
foundered. The intention was that 
she should land her skins at Hakodate and 
there fit out for Bshring aea. It Is probable 
that oi>w Captain Whidden and his crew of 
five whites and some twenty odd Indians 
from this Coaat will return home as aoon as 
possible. The Rosie Olsen ia insured for 
§.'5,000, nearly her total value. Her owners 
are Mesera. Andrew Gray, of Spratt& Groy, 
A. K, Munroe (ihoy having a half interest). 
Captain Koefe and Meaara. Cook and Demp- 
ster. Tbe Bohooner was bought Oil the 
Sound about five years ago where she was 
employed aa a steam freighter. She was 
built about 1879 on tho Columbia river, but 
on being regiaiered under tho British flag 
her machinery was taken out and 
she wus converted into a sealer. In 
18'J- she was one of the schooners 
captured by the Russians for alleged tres- 
passing in their territorial waters. On that 
occasion she was roobristened tho Prize by 
tbe Russians, who, upon finding thoy could 
not hold her prisoner, sent her back to Vic- 
toria, with tho orowB of some of the other 
sealers captured iho same year. This is tho 
sooondseaBon for tho echooner on tho Japan 
coast, and if her year's opcrutiona had not 
beep so abruptly ended aho would, it is ex- 
pected, have secured a very profitable catch. 
Further particulars of her loss are anxiously 
awaited, but her owners do not expect to 
receive them until Cipt. Whidden arrives. 
The Roaie Olsen was the first sealer to leave 
port, having got away bufore the old year 
was out. Hor mishap has been officially re- 
ported to Collector of Cusloma Milno. 

WITH HEAVY CAIU;0. 

A San Francisco telegram of Wednesday 
says; The aloamor Mexico left for Puget 
Sound porta thia morning loaded to the 
guards with freight — the result of the cut 
ia freight rates to $1. Tho Mexico was an 
hour or more late in Bailing. The sailing 
coasters say thoy can got all tho freight tboy 
want at 80 cents per ton, the rate they are 
now charging. Moat of the Mexico's cargo 
was perishable goods, tbe shipments of fruits 
being eapecially large.

The first witness called was R. S. Day, 
insurance agent, who testified to having is- 
sued a policy to Mr. .Morrilield on April 11 
for $'200, covering hla struk and running 
concurrent with a policy issued by .Mr. 
Hall ; and $100 on tho fixluvea. On Men 
day, having heard of the fire, ha visited the 
premises and heard from Mr. Merrllield the 
story of the fire. Oa looking around the 
store he judged there waa leaa stock than in 
April, and the loss In bis eatlmation would 
be about S50. The losa was adjusted be- 
tween the two companies Interested for $1 00, 
each paying its share, and afterwards they 
oanoeiled the poilolea, not considering the 
risk desirable. The money waa paid to S. 
Loiaer. 

Richard Hall, the eeoond witneaa, had Is 

sued a policy to Mr. Merrlfield in August 

181)4, for $1.'J00 on his stock and $.300 on 
(jiano and iuruiture for one yeor. On visit- 
ing tho atoro Monday ho saw the place and 
had tt talk with Mr. Morrilield, who told 
him of the tiro. There seemed to be about 
2.") per cent, less grocery stock than when 
tho pol c y waa iesued. The policy waa as 
aign.-d to S. Liiser in April of thia year, 

Thomaa Brown, Mr. Merrlfield's clerk 
waa ll'.en culled and subjected to a nioa 
sweeping iind critical examination concern 
ing his "iiiovenu-nts during tho day of the 
lire. A good eharo of the afterncon ho had 
aperrt on the aireet, walking around. Ho had 
'een tho first throe fires and looked around 
It would not aay that the firea were put 
at ; neither hud he any Idea aa to how they 
Here oauaed. 

Jonathan Merrifield deposed that on tho 
day of the fire ho arose ut about ten and 
in the afternoon wont for a drive, and on 
hia return found a number of firemen and 
policemen in the store. A large tin con- 
taining about five gallons of coal oil had 
been tipped over and the fire was near the 
end of the counter. The firemen remained 
nntil about eight o'clock. At 8:20 he went 
io the atation and Queen's hotel, where a 
man told him there waa a fire in bis store, 
and the brigade waa there. On going over 
he found a aeoood fire had juat been pub out. 
The Chief had charged him to look 
after the place and notify the 
insuranco people, but nob knowing 
where the agents lived he ooold 
not notify them. At 11:40 he retired and 
was awakened by a noise, and rushing out 
found the firemen again entering the store 
and a third blaze going. Thia was soon put 
out and tho firemen remained until about 
1:1)0. About 2 o'clock again, being up in 
tho store, he found aome paper bags anioul- 
doring. He looked outaido to see if there 
was anyone to show it to, but there not be- 
ing anyone, he returned aud dipped it in a 
pail of water. After that he went to bed. 
Aa to the cauao cf Ire, he could give no 
opinion. Tho second probably oaught from 
tho first and the third from the second. The 
stock was v.ilued at 51,500 and furniture at 
$500 ; the §1,800 policy had been transferred 
to S. Loiaer for a debt of §550, and ho was 
atill inloreattd in it to tho extent of §1,000.

LoNDON, June 20.— The Standard's Rome 
correspondent diaouaaea the great attentions 
which tho Vatican haa paid to Cardinal 
Gibbons, and saya : "The aoorot history 
of all thia la rather ourioue.

Gordon, Boston, waa presented. 

The Lord Mayor of London, Sir Joa. Rey- 
nala, and Lidy Roynala gave a roooptlon to 
tho delogatea of the VV.C.T.U. at tho Man- 
sion Houae. Lady Henry Somerset, tho 
president of the Britiab Women's Christian 
Temperance Aaaoolation, introduced the 
delegates, saying they represented the 
women engaged in the noblest work 
throughout the world. She added : "Thoro- 
foro we desire that they abeuld partake 
of our hoapitality and be recognized by 
the largest city in the world." 

Mias Anna Gordon, secretary of tho Union, 
presented her report yesterday. It shows 
that in tho Australian colonies, federated, 
thoro are 200 local unlonii with thirty do- 
partmonta. Qucenaland, Australia, haa .'15 
VV.C.T.U. 'a ond l.') V.W.C.T.U.'a in gcod 
working order, the memborahip being 21,- 
008. A large number of signatures have 
en aocured to tho polyglot petition, and 
two potit tees have baen presented 10 tho 
parliament of Australia — one for the bettor 
protection of girls and one for tho eatablish- 
mont of inobrlalo homea. In Now South 
Wales thoro ore 10 young woincn'a societiee, 
with a membership of bright, intelligent, 
muaioal, educated, cultured yourg wo- 
men. There ore 55 local unions in 
New South Waloa with a member- 
ahip of 2,000 and a membership of 
nr>arly 300 io the young women's unions. 
There are some fifty-aeven uniona in South 
Australia, with o membership of 1,000 
women and 400 honorary members. The 
Loyal Temperance Legion doparlmenb has 
reofelved a great Impetua. 

The work in the Hawaiian ielanda la main- 
tained, although there are but few aocletiea. 
There la a young women'a Booiety in Hono- 
lulu and two juvenile bands, one for white 
children and one for native Hawallana. A 
new temperance law which ia being pre- 
pared by committees of the W.C 'T. U., 
V.M.CA. and the ohnroh in Honolulu, will 
he a great Improvement apon the Sunday 
cloaing lawa. Prohibition ia out of the ques- 
tion in Hawaii yet. The following lines of 
work have been taken up In Tasmania: — 
Scientific inatractlon, which has not met 
with much encouragement ; hygiene and 
heredity ; press work. 

Tho Dominion of Canada reporta 142 local 
aocletinn, with a memborahip of 9,;110 
Thirty-five young women'a uniona and 117 
Ijoyal Temperance legiona have been organ- 
l/.id. Thirty-two dopartmonta of work are 
carried on, thus covering all tho different 
lines of work of the VV.C T.U. The plebis- 
cilc has been tried and carried with large 
majorities In four of the provinces as fol- 
lows :

Pctlllon to Britain, Knince and Russia for 
Relief from lUo Terrible FersecntlODS 
They are Subjected to. 

Boston, June 20. — The following is a 

copy of tho petition from certain Saaaoun 
aulTorors in Erzeroum, Kistorn Turkey, 
which has been oddrosacd to the Hritish, 
French and Kuaaian consuls in that oily : 
" Wo, .S asaounians, in our homeleaa con- 
dition, aro forced to lloo ai il como to l'>zo- 
roum to appear h.foro you and narrate our 
bitter woes, arrisjug from the present, sever 
ity of the government. Not only does the 
government use very severe meosurcs to pre- 
vent the people of Sassoun appaaring before 
tho commission to relate tho true story, but 
it also imprisons them if thoy aro bold 
enough to attempt to appear, or oven plan 
to do ao. They have oven brought women 
and girls and Impriaoned them, naked and 
barefooted, under the aurvcillanco of a 
wild and fanatical people, try- 
ing to force them, aa thoy 
did other people (prlaonert) to 
give teatlmcny contrary to the truth, to the 
effect that the maaaacre occurred In a ({uarrol 
between Knrds and Armenians, and that 
the Tnrkiah soldiers did no evil, but on the 
contrary, defended them against the Kurds, 
r.nd because these poor people were unable 
to bear witness to such a barefaced false- 
hood thoy were tortored, abused and aub- 
jootod to the misery of _ imprison- 
ment for many daya. Still at the 
proBonb time there aro in Moosh 
prison more than twenty Sassounians 
auffering while other Sasaounians are being 
poracculod in tho Mooeh and Khanocs vil- 
lages by tho local govornora, Bccauao of 
thia fearful condition of thinga wearo unable 
to appear before tho nomniisaion and arc 
forced to soorotly fieo to placo before 
your excoUoncloB this petition and entreat 
your iraniodittto pity ond asslatanoo for our- 
aolvoa and those in prison, othorwiso wo and 
all tho SaSBOun remnant will bo lost.''

PKBSBYTEBIAN GENERAL AS- 
SEMBLY. 

The Manitoba School Question the Snbject of 
Warm DlBcnaalon-Opposed to Domin- 
ion Interference. 

London, Oat., June 20. — The Manitoba 
Bohool caao was warmly debated in the 
Preabyterion assembly at its session here 

yesterday. 

Profeesor Grant, ot tho Univoraity of 
Kingston, moved " that inasmuch aa the 
government are now negotiating in tho 
matter wo should be silent." 

Rev. Dr. MoVicar, of the oollogoat Mont- 
real, aald the Catholics of Quebec were 
making themselves heard ond the Preaby- 
torian church would be doroliot in her duty 
if ahe did not apeak out and protest agalnat 
aeparato achoola being forced on Manitoba. 
The Roman Catholics received tho same 
privileges in the public schools aa any other 
a e , and they abould be accorded no apecial 
pi Ivilcges. 

Dr. Bryoe, of Winnipeg, denounced as 
absurd and retrogressive tbe propoaai to re- 
establish separate aohools In Manitoba, and 
hoped the Presbyterian Assembly would 
stand by their brethren In that province. 

A number of amendments were moved to 
the resolution, all of which were referred to 
a committee to bring in a deliverance which 
tho aaaombly might adopt with greater 
unanimity. 

The general aaaombly to-day came to" the 
unauimoua decision that education should 
bo controlled by tho state and baaod on 
Chrlatianity. Thoaaaembly ia opposed to 
tho principle of separate sohoola and would 
deplore any interference with Manitoba by 
the fodorul authoritiea. 

Tho general acaembly cf tho Presbyterian 
church, which haa been in aosainn hero for 
tho luat eight days, adjourned tliia ovoning 
to moot in Toronto next June. Tho Chin- 
ese ([Uestion was tho only one of Impcirlanco 
before tho court at tho final soaeion, and II 
waa dooidad to memorializa the Dominion 
government to treat all nations fairly and 
alike. Ex. Moderator Mackay, of Formosa, 
who haa labored amongst tho Chinoao for 
tho last thirty yoara, waa inatrnmcntal in 
putting this resolution through thaasaembly.
